A meetinc of the Board of Trade
will b6 called up within the next fe
days to take up, tha.matter of having
a government experiment station es
tablished in Cochise uounty, una to
take measures to get the support of
the Trans-MisslBsip- Dry Farming
Congress, which is wielding such an
Influence In thoi agricultural develop
ment of the 3eml-arl- d portions of the
west.

At th"o convention which, was ,hela
in Salt "Lake City joma few. weeks
agb, G.. J. McCabe, who was a dele
gate from Arizona made a strenuous
fight on the floor of the conven' a
to have the next annual meeting held
in Douglas, but owing' to greater In-

fluence, the Wyoming delegates wera
able to secure the convention for
Cheyenne. At that time McCabe also
brought' to the attention of thas con-
vention the advisability of having an
experimental station established In
Cochls.e County, because of the vast
amount of arable land which is lying
Idle and could be. easily made pro-
ductive by the application of scientific
methods of farming. s

Since the convention the different
public bodies in the county have
taken the project up .and It is the.
intention to use every available in-- '

fiuenco to have an experimental sta-
tion established either in San Pedro
or Sulphur Springs Valley. To this
end the Bisbee Board of Trade will
meet within the next few days, call-
ing ,on.. the different communities of
'the territory, for their support. When
seen last evening by a representative
of the Review, PresIdent.Geotse
Bujton, of the Board of Trade stated
that he believed the station could be
secured easily it the people of the
county will take an active interest
In the movement.

SEWER SYSTEM

' BE DOPE IN MONTH

Tunnel Almost Completed ancf
Work On Deepest Cut To

Commence Soon'.
v

In all probability Blsbee's new
$80,000 sewer sysUin will ba com,
plcted In a month or sis weeks. The
Main street conduit Is still to bo
laid md the line running by the Cop
per Queen hotel still to Jje completed
before work tiegins at the point In
front of the depot, where all lines
meet and empty into the main con-
duit, which carries the sewerage two
miles below Lowell.

The deepest cut on the entire sys-
tem will be made at the depot, owing
to the dip in the pavement at ther
mouth of Brewery Gulch and - due-t-

the "fact that the line drops to a
level" lower than the railroad tracks
on the E. P. & S. W. property over
which it will run to the tunnel at Uw
slag dump. The cut at ths' depot
will measure about fourteen TeeL

have about com-
pleted the 450-fo- tunnel running
almost lengthwise and under Naco
road near the Blag dump Sections
of the system have, been completed
from 4be depot to tho end below
Lowell.

A gang of men are working every
night digging the trench for the
main line through E. P. & S. TV. prop-
erty between the depot and the tun-
nel. The railroad company would
not give Its consent to men working
about the tracks through the day and
Contractors Chick and White had to
put on a shift at night, when danger
Is at a minimum from passing trains
in the yards. -

The tunnel will'-bo left open so
that In the future 4f the conduits In
lt become troublesome workmen can
get to them easily and make repairs.
After the. completion of the school
hill lateral work will begin on Main
street.
